Always change color in this 
way. With Lt. Purple ch 1, turn. Row 2: 
Sc in first sc, * ch 1, sc in next sc. Repeat 
from * across changing to Violet in last 
sc. Ch 1, turn. Note: Carry dropped уат 
loosely along edges. Repeating Row 2 Уо 
stitch pattern, work in color stripes as 
follows: Row 3: Violet, changing to Purple. 


| Ch 1, turn. Rows 4-5: Purple, changing to 
Violet at end of Raw 5. Row 6: Violet, 
changing to Lt. Purple, Row 7: Lt. Purple, 
changing to Purple Passion. Rows 8-9: 
Purple Passion, changing to Lt. Purple at 
end of Row 9. Repeat Rows 2-9 three 
more times; then repeat Rows 2-8 once 
more. Break off. Leaving 2” open at one 
end, sew back seam. Lower Border: Rnd 1: 
With right side facing, attach Lt. Purple 
to back seam, ch 1, sc in same place; 
ch 1, being careful to keep work flat, make 
sc and ch 1 evenly around. Join to first sc.

24 sc along edge. Ch 1, tum. Row 2: De- 
creasing. 5 sc evenly spaced, sc in each sc 
across. Ch 1, turn. Row 3: Sc in each sc 
across, Break off. Sew snap fastener in 
place. 


STOLE 
Starting at long edge with Purple Pas- 
sion and Size | hook, ch 38. Working over 
19 sc with ch-1 sps between, work in 
stripe pattern same as Skirt until Row 9 is 
completed. Break off. Darn іп ends. 


Fringe: Cut 2 strands of Purple Passion, 
each 7%” long. Hold 2 strands 

and fold in half to form loop. Insert hook 
from back to front at narrow edge on last 
row and draw loop through; draw loose 
ends through loop and pull tightly to form 
a knot. Matching color, knot two 7%” 
strands in same way to end of every stripe 
along each narrow edge. Trim.

Sew lower edge of bunting together, 
overlapping edgings and placing them at 
center front.
